578.1-3: Klein's ads mentioned in 7*338 (FBI D-85) One matches the mag taken from 

Alba, perfectly. No indication the FBI caught this. More later. 

897.37: re photo by James Hankins of JFK's car some distance down Stemmons 

1066.88-9: Dewey Bradford thought he saw LHO in Ft. Worth gun shop. IL2X H.V. Whitson 
who was there, thinks not, since he remembered LHO from around 1956. Looks like 
a genuine coincidence. - 

1178a-have cover letter only; these are N.O. Perrin death records. Should we get? 

7.197: Lillian Langenstein, Alba emplyee, negative on LHO; mentions FHU Gibson 
as probably the persons mentioned by her employer - not clear from this. 

7.535-6: Wollweber pages, same as those in CD 20 but should be withheld in CD 7> 
if the list I have is current. I'll ask. We are quite often getting "withheld" 
pages from CD 7; very few from other CD's.
